With returns on today’s Presidential 
primaries still to come from more than 
half of the precincts in the State,.

He immediately Jumped into a 
waiting automobile and rushed to Jeff- 
rey Hale Hospital, where _ hospital 
officials reported Bennett hovering be- 
tween life and death. 

Bennett was stricken with pneumonia 
at Lake Ste. Agnes, Quebec, while en 
route with Bernt Balchen in a Ford 
Dlane to the relief of the marooned 
crew of the German transatlantic mono- 
piane Bremen. He was brought by air- 
plane to Quebec and specialists were 
hurried from New York to his bedside.

When Air Line Is Fouled

Caisson Disease Victim Drawn to Surface Unconscious 
After Signaling for Aid—Restored in Recom- 
pression Chamber—Condition Still Serious. 


Johannes Rasmussen, 40 years old, of 
Ballston, Va., a civilian diver, yesterday 
| fell victim to the diver’s worst foe, 


, caisson disease, more commonly known 

| as the “bends.” While he was drilling 
{into the channel rock 40 feet beneath 
the surface of the Lincoln Memorial 
Bridge his air line became pinched, and 
Rasmussen was without air for five 
minutes. 

He signaled his aids at the surface 
and was drawn to the top, unconscious, 
E. J. Merrick, of the Navy Department, 
a passing motorist, took Rasmussen to 

Emergency Hospital, where Dr. Ed Grass 
and Dr. M. J. White administered oxy- 
gen for more than an hour, 

The unconscious man was then taken 
to the navy yard, where he could be 
placed in a recompression chamber. 
The doctors continued the battle for 
his life until 5 o’clock, when he was 
taken to Providence Hospital in a much 
improved condition. 

When taken from the water Rasmus- 
sen was bleeding from the mouth and 
nose, and his body was black and blue 
from the pressure of the water. 

Rasmussen, a civilian employe of the 
United States Engineer Department, 
had been drilling rock at the bottom of 
the river. Shortly after noon his hose 
line became fouled and his air supply 
was cut off. The air also serves to 
protect the diver’s body from the pres- 
sure of the water. 


Gasping for breaih, he had just 
enough strength to signal for an cmet- 
gency ascension. 

Emergency Hospital physicians used 
oxygen tanks and other resuscitation 
methods, but their equipment was not 
fitted for the treatment of caisson dis- 
ease. 

An experimental station 1s main- 
tained at the navy yard here in which 
tests are being made with the lower 
animals to determine how much pres- 
sure a man can stand and also to work 
out new methods of giving relief to 
stricken divers. It is Known as the 
deep diving experimental station and is 
manned by several medical officers and 
a crew of especially trained men. The 
recompression chamber there is the 


only one in this vicinity. 

Rasmussen was placed in the recom- | 
pression chamber in an unconscious 
state and very near death, The pres- 
sure in the tank was increased until 
it was higher than that to which he 
had been subjected under the water. 
The pressure then was gradually low- 
ered until the normal status was 
reached. This required about 2 hours. 

The stricken diver recovered con- 


sciousness and was able to walk to the 
ambulance which conveyed him to} 
Providence Hospital, where the Public 
Health Service maintains a ward for | 
Federal workers injured in line of duty. lt 
His condition, while encouraging, was | 
still serious last night. 


CITIZEN FIGHTS 2 THUGS 
AFTER OWOT SEARS GOAT 


Out of Garage; Children’s 
Play Deadens Noise. 


While children played “cops and rob- 
bers” with toy cap pistols a short dis- 
tance away, Charles F. Buscher, 48 


years old, 1301 Jefferson street north- 
west, fought a desperate 5-minute bat- 
tle for his life with two holdup men 
in his garage in the rear of his home 
last night. Buscher routed the robbers 
after one of them had fired three shots 
point blank at him. One bullet passed 
through Buscher’s coat. 

Buscher, who conducts a meat stand 
in Center Market, arrived at his garage 
about 7:30 o’clock. He alighted from 
his automobile and walked to the 
garage to open the doors. When ne 
stepped inside the garage he was con- 
fronted by one of the robbers who ut- 
tered an oath and pressed a revolver 
against Buscher’s body. The man was 
more than 6 feet tall and weighed 
about 220 pounds. Buscher is 6 feet 
tall and weighs about 180 pounds. 

Grabbing for the revolver Buscher 
caught the holdup man’s wrist. When 
he did the man fired. The revolver was 
pressed against Buscher’s body but in 
grabbing the man’s wrist he had 
knocked it slightly to one side. The 
shot burned his clothing and tore a 
hole through his coat and knocked a 
button off his overcoat. 

After fighting for five minutes Busch- 
er pinned the robber to the floor, and 
began to pound at him with his fis‘s. 
Then the other man struck Buscher be- 
hind the ear with a piece of iron pive. 
Stunned by the blow, Buscher released 
his hold and both men fled. Buscher 
staggered into his house, and after tell- 
ing his wife what happened, telephoned 
for police. 

Headquarters Detective FE. E. Thomp- 
scn and Thomas Nalley searched the 
neighborhood but were unable to find 
any one who had seen the robbers. Mrs. 
Buscher said her attention was not at- 
tracted by the shots because she believ- 
ed they came from the toy pistols of 
children, who had been playing in the 
alley all afternoon.

The automobile corporation showed a 
substantial gain from its net income of 
the first quarter last year, $52,551,408, 
While its steel-making contemporary 
fell well behind its last year’s figure 
of $30,924,338. General Motors’ income 
was equivalent to $3.86 a share on the 
common stock, compared with $2.90 a 
share last year, while United States 
Steel's earnings per share amounted to 
$2.11, compared with $3.93 in the first 
quarter of 1928. Last year’s steel earn- 
ings, however, were computed before 
the distribution of the 40 per cent stock 
dividend, while the motor corporation’s 
1927 earnings per share were calculated 
on a comparable basis, despite the 100 
per cent stock split-up last autumn. 


Total Steel Earnings. 


Total earnings of the steel corpora- 
tion for the quarter amounted to $40,- 
934.032, against $45,584,725 in the same 
period of last year, and $31,247,529 in 
the preceding quarter. After the regu- 
lar quarterly dividend of $1.75 each on 
common and preferred stocks, a surplus 
of $2,673,541 remained, which compared 
with a deficit In the preceding quarter 
of $4,963,499 

Alfred P. Sloan, }r., president of Gen- 
eral Motors, reported that sales to users 
tataled 423,013 cars in the first three 
months of this year, compared with 
329,310 cars in the related period of 
1927. Cash, United Stetes Government

With virtually every inhabitant

IN CORINTH AND SMYRNA 


Plight of 16,000 Destitute Is 
Desperate; Relief De- 
clared Inadequate. 


SOUP KITCHENS OPENED

Athens, April 24 (A.P.).—The Isthmus 
of Corinth, where 30 persons have been 
killed by earth shocks, shaken 
today by even more severe tremors, in- 
creasing the terror of the inhabitants 


but adding little to the desolation of 
the stricken city of Corinth. 

The situation of the 16,000 homeless 
and destitute is described as desperate, 
and receipts for thelr relief are in- 
adequate despite a fairly generous re- 
sponse to the appeal of President 
Coundouriotis. 

Many of the destitute are being shel- 
tered in military huts or tents and 
aboard ships sent from the Plraeus. 
Soup kitchens, operated § by 
workers, were opened today. 

Tt was impossible to make even an 
approximate estimate of the damage 
or losses to banks holding mortgages 
in Corinth and other shattered dis- 
tricts. 

The damage to ancient Corinth, 
which is about three miles from the 
present city, and to the museum there, 
was relatively small. 

London, April 24 (A.P.).—An_ Ex- 
change telegraph dispatch from Con- 
stantinople states that another violent 
earthquake occurred today at Smyrne 
Considerable damage was done and the 
panic of the population was renewed.

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SANDINO AND THE SENATE. 

* Sandino, the Nicaraguan bandit, is 
«showing poor appreciation of the‘efforts 
sof his admirers in the Senate. While 
‘they are engaged in proving that he is 
sanother George Washington, fighting for 
2his country against a monster foreign 
“aggressor, he “spills the beans” by kid- 
‘naping American citizens and seizing 
“American property. 

* For several days the Senate has been 
sseriously discussing the question of 
~adopting an amendment to the naval ap- 
“propriation bill, offered by Mr. Blaine, 
“of Wisconsin, which attempts to put a 
“time limit upon the employment of 
“United States Marines in Nicaragua. The 
fact that such an amendment should be 
considered at all is a sufficient indication 
sof the degeneracy of the Senate in law 
#and statesmanship. But the discussion 
“had one redeeming feature, in that it ex- 
‘Mtricated several senators from the 
“morass of absolute ignorance and con- 
-vinced, them that the President has a 
“yight to use Marines for the protection 
‘of American life and property anywhere 
“in the world. 

The burden of the objections to the 
‘President’s use of Marines in Nicaragua 
‘is that he is “making war,” without first 
“having obtained a declaration of war 
‘from Congress. The Progressive con- 
“stitutional authority of the Senate, Mr. 
4Norris, found it possible to decide that 
‘President Coolidge is making war in 
Nicaragua without consulting the Sen- 
“ate. A Democratic constitutional au- 
‘thority, Mr. Dill, of Washington, con- 
‘curred in this judicial opinion. The ob- 
‘vious duty of the Senate, therefore, is to 
“stop the warlike Coolidge; and the way 
to stop him is to provide that no money 
-shall be paid out for the expenses of Ma- 
‘rines .when these war dogs are employ- 
“ed in foreign aggressive war. ; 
™ “Who is to decide whether the con- 
“tinuance of the Marines in Nicaragua is 
‘making war or not?” asked a senator. 

‘+ The answer is easily found. The 
‘Comptroller General would decide, of 
‘course. If, after February 1, 1929, his 
‘constitutional instinct should convince 
shim that President Coolidge was making 
‘war under the pretense of protecting 
‘American or European life and property, 
‘he would overrule the President and di- 
‘rect him to bring the Marines home. If 
Mr. Coolidge should insist upon keeping 
-the Marines in Nicaragua he would have 
“to pay their expenses out of his own 
“pocket.

crossings that still remain in the vicinity of 
Washington. The Rhode Island avenue Via- 
duct is not a danger to those who drive care- 
fully. 

A special police squad to collect accident .in- 
formation is not needed. Such work properly 
belongs to the precinct police, who should be 
close enough to the scene of an accident to be 
able to reach it without undue delay. A spe- 
cial squad would mean that an additional high 
power automobilé would be sent charging 
through the city streets after each accident in 
order to obtain information that could better 
be obtained by those already on the scené. 


PUT EXPERTS ON THE JOB. 


The House having agreed to a change in 
the flood control bill which virtually com- 
mits Congress to the Jadwin plan, it seems 
probable that the conferees will be’called upon 
to thrash out this vital feature. The House 
amended the Jones bill by creating a commis- 
sion ‘consisting of the chief of Engineers, the 
chairman of the Mississippi River Commis- 
sion, and one civilian engineer to be appoint- 
ed by the President. As the chairman of the 
Mississippi River Commission is an Army of- 
ficer, this change means that Army methods 
would have a two-to-one vote in case of dis- 
agreement with the civilian engineer, 

The Senate made it possible to obtain dis- 
interested and experienced judgment in the 
Flood Control Commission by placing upon it 
the Secretary of War and two civilian engi- 
neers as Well as the chief of Engincers and the 
chairman of the Mississippi River Commis- 
sion, It was well understood by the Senate 
that no complete plan for the control of the 
Mississippi had been worked out, and that 
competent civilian engineers should be called 
upon to contribute their experience in the ex- 
amination of the many problems involved. 

The American Society of Civil Engineers 
has unanimously adopted resolutions calling 
attention to the unprecedented magnitude and 
difficulty of flood control works, and recom- 
mending the creation of a board of at least 
nine disinterested engineers, chosen by the 
President for their outstanding training, ex- 
perience, and accomplishments in hydraulic 
and riyer control problems, and in the design, 
organization, and construction of large and 
important public works. This board, in the 
opinion of the society, should make a com- 
plete review and analysis and a report 40 Con- 
gress on the scope and technical and economic 
features of the plan and program, 

Whatever the nuntber of engineers may be, 
it is evident that the problem of flood control 
should be examined by experienced and 
capable civilian engineers. As the society says, 
“no representative commercial or industrial] 
organization would undertake a task of com- 
parable nature without the most thorough re- 
view and analysis of the character, details and 
scope of the proposed plans by competent 
agencies independent of the personnel select- 
ed for the accomplishment of the task. 

The control of the Mississippi River is to be 
undertaken, not for the purpose of gratifying 
the ambition of any engineer, but to save 
human life and property. It would be a crime 
if hundreds of millions should be expended, 
only to discover that the floods were not placed 
under control. Congress is forewarned 
against making such a blunder. While no 
time should be lost in protecting the flood re- 
gions, it will be found that time is saved and 
not lost by first making sure that the plans 
are right. No one can tell whether the plans 
are right or wrong until they are thoroughly 
examined and developed by the best engineer- 
ing ability in the United States, Army and 
civilian, 

Congress has no right to commit itself at 
this time to any specific plan. It does not 
possess the knowledge requisite to determine 
what is right. All that it can properly do 1s 
to create a body of experts and grant them 
money with which to work. Just as Congress’ 
would make a mistake if it should create a 
commission and then deny it money, so it 
would make a mistake if it should appropriate 
millions and not set up a competent commis- 
sion to expend the money. 


CAPABLANCA’S PROPOSED RULES. 


Jose R. Capablanca, of Havana, who lost 
the international chess title to Dr, Alexander 
Alekhine a few months ago, wants to change 
the rules governing international chess compe- 
tition. Until he won the title in 1922 there 
were no rules governing such competition, and 
he took it upon himself to draw up the set 
of rules that subsequently were adopted and 
under which the title passed to Dr. Alekhine 
at Buenos Aires. 

Capablanca suggests two modifications of 
the present rules. He thinks the match should 
be limited to sixteen games and that there 
should be two sessions of four hours each daily. 
Dr. Alekhine won at Buenos Aires after 34 
games, and the play consisted of a single five- 
hour session daily. 

Without a limit to the number of games, says 
Capablanca, there is a possibility that a match 
never may be finished, or that it may last so 
long as to make the result merely dependent 
upon the physical and mental endurance of 
the players. The time limit should be changed, 
he says,*because knowledge of the game has 
so greatly increased that with an allowance 
only of five hours daily a player can force 
adjournment. overnight, giving him many 
hours to analyze his game. He thinks a game 
should be finished in two four-hour sessions. 

If it were not for the:fact that the sug- 
gested modifications come so soon after Capa- 
tblanca’s defeat under the rules that he him- 
self set, they probably would receive serious 
consideration. It might be that chess contests 
would be served best through these or similar 
modifications. But unbiased consideration at 
this time is impossible. Dr. Alekhine refuses 
to change the rules. Let the return match be- 
tween Capablanca and Alekine be played under 
the rules that prevailed when the title changed 
hands in Buenos Aires. After that, no matter 
who becomes titleholder, modifications of the 
rules can be considered upon their merits. 
rather than upon the question as to their effect 
upon the play of an individual. 


GIVE US AN AIRPORT. 

It is highly important that action be had 
this session if possible upon the Stalker bill" 
providing for a municipal airport. The second 
hearing on the measure was held last night. 
Progress of the bill through the committee 
should be speeded, | 

The Stalker measure provides that the local 
airport be located in the Gravelly Point area. 


Other sites have been suggested for a munic- 
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ipal airport, none of which, however, has 
received the support that has been accorded 
the Gravelly Point area and none of which 
promises to provide equal advantages, 
Gravelly Point is only ten minutes by motor 
from the heart of the city. It would allow 
for expansion as the need arose, and would 
provide facilities for both land and sea planes, 
Its cost would not be great as compared with 
the cost of completed and proposed airports 
in other cities, 
Commercial air transport is on the eve of 
tremendous development. Interest in aircraft 
and in flying is great. Everywhere cities’are 
awakening to the need of providing facilities 
calculated to attract air traffic. Washington, 
the National Capital, should not lag behind. 
Its position on the airway maps should be as- 
sured. iravelly Point can not be developed 
into a satisfactory airport overnight. It is 
estimated that at least two or three years will 
be needed to whip it into shape. In the mean- 
time commercial air traffic will have grown. 
Kven if work can be got under way this sum- 
mer, which presupposes enactment of satis- 
factory legislation by the present Congress, 
Washington will not be early in the field. 


PROHIBITION JOBS. 


The desire for effective enforcement of pro- 
hibition evidently is not as compelling in the 
minds of some Congressmen as the lust for 
patronage. It is hard to account otherwise for 
the Brookhart bill, favorably reported by the 
Senate civil service committee, which would 
bring into the classified service without exami- 
nation all employes of the Prohibition Bureau 
who had been in the service one year prior ta 
March 3, 1927. The date is important, for 
that was when the bill reorganizing the pro- 
hibition service became a law. The feature of 
the bill for which the dry members of Congress 
fought was to place the employes of the bureau 
under civil service. In a little less than a year 
they seek to nullify this provision. 

There is reason believe, as William C, 
Deming, president of the Civil Service Commis- 
sion, said In a statement recently, that Con- 
gress has not given much thought to the bill 
“except as individual members have been im- 
portuned by employes of the Prohibition 
Bureau who failed in our examination.” The 
status of the work now being done to put the 
work of dry enforcement under civil service 
justifies no other conclusion. The mental 
examinations have been passed by 5,700 ap- 
plicants. Eligibles have been certified for 
nearly all of the high administrative places. 
The work of defermining the characters of the 
remaining candidates is under way and should 
be completed, Mr, Deming.says, by July 1, 

The Government is obligated, as the Civil 
service Commissioner points out, to.keep faith 
with the men who took the examinations under 
the direction of. Congress. Moreover, Mr. 
Deming says, “four examinations and investi- 
gations as to character and fitness have de- 
veloped the fact that a surprisingly large num- 
ber of the old employes have records that unfit 
them for any position of trust. Every reason 
that obtained in 1927 for refusal to bring the 
incumbents into the classified setvice without 
examination exists with greater force, 
becausé records show how unfit or In- 
competent some of them are.’ 

The prohibitionists who are now seeking to 
protect the patronage which they voted away 
will have difficulty in answering Mr. Deming’s 
criticism. The words with which they attacked 
the old system will rise up to haunt them. 
They can not with good grace complain if the 
method which they themselves created proves 
to be a political boomerang. The work of the 
Civil Service Commission so far has demon- 
strated that there are better men for the jobs 
than those who hold them, Merely because this 
interferes with the spoils system of the pro- 
hibitionists is no good reason for repeal.

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THE SENATE’S TAX PROGRAM. 


The Senate has done a much better job than 
the House in its preliminary revision of the 
tax reduction bill. The $210,000,000 measure, 
which Senator Smoot placed before the Senate 
finance committee yesterday, comes a great 
deal nearer the mark set by the Treasury than 
the bill that passed the House. It has yet to 
be considered by the Senate, where various 
political efforts designed to load the bill down 
to the veto point are in prospect. It is the 
duty of the Republicans to see that this is 
not done. The Nation wants reasonable tax 
reduction, It does not want a cut made this 
year that would only bring increased taxes 
from the following Congress. 

There are two features of the Senate bill, 
however, that may be _ questioned. The 
measure as it has been drafted provides for 
the repeal of the automobile tax and an in- 
crease in the taxable exemption on admissions 
from 75 cents to $3. The removal of the 
automobile tax represents a loss of $66,000,- 
000 and the change in the admission tax will 
reduce revenues $17,000,000. Both of these 
changes mean that the Government is abandon- 
ing these particular forms of taxation. At 
the present time they provide about the only 
basic forms of direct taxation still employed 
by the Government, They are not burdensome. 
There can be but few instances in which 
prospective purchasers of automobiles’ or 
patrons of amusements have denied themselves 
of these conveniences or pleasures. because of 
the Federal tax. io 

The tax burden in the United States already 
has been brought to a point where it imposes 
little hardship on any one. Reductions previ- 
ously have exempted all but a small proportion 
of the citizens from any direct taxation. The 
tax on automobiles and amusements charges 
are those to which virtually every citizen con- 
tributes to some slight degree. The burden 
is not heavy in any case. If they should be 
repealed it would involve great effort to re- 
store them. As long as they remain in the 
laws of the country they provide a tax founda- 
tion on which a revenue structure can be built 
to meet any emergency of a minor or major 
nature. , 

The total of these two reductions, whose 
value and soundness is doubtful, need not be 
taken entirely from the credits which are to 
be given the taxpayers. Increased cuts can 
be made elsewhere, for, except as to these two 
items, the Senate bill is thoroughly in accord 
with the theory of tax reduction advanced by 
It is apparent, moreover, 
that the bill, which is only $10,000,000 above 
the Treasury estimates with two questionable 
items included, can easily be brought within 
the suggested figure without denying rightful 
and practical relief to taxpayers.

Army engineers are not qualified to 
deal with the problem because thelr 
training is along narrow lines of an- 
other nature. The »sychology of the 
Army engineer is wrong when it comes 
to dealing with such problems. It 
makes no difference to the Army engli- 
neer whether he succeeds or fails on & 
proposition, as his pa, and allowances, 
as well as his promotion to higher 
| grades, will go along just the same, 
| even though everything he attempts Is 
| 4 dismal failure. Although he may 
| have failed to produce results in every 
'way, yet the Army engineer knows that 
| iis pay and promotion will come right 
along, and when a certain time arrives 
he will retire on three-fourths of his 
full pay. 

With the civilian engineer it is quite 
‘different, as he must make good if he 
remains inthe profession. The civilian 
engineer may make an abject failure on 
one project or maybe two, but he will 
rarely have a chance to make further 
failures. 

My reference to Army engineers is 
collectively and not as individuals, for 
the individuals are victims of the Army 
system, which paralyzes and destroys 
initiative. 

The Army “system” has decreed that 
a certain line should be followed in 
dealing with the Mississippi River flood 
problem, and to back up the contention 
has filled the records with data and 
figures which have no foundation, and, 
as estimates, are worthless. 

Two of the most vital points in deal- 
ing with the Mississipp! River flood 
problem have been ignored by the Army 
engineers. 

Army engineers have pointed a finger 
of scorn at the Reid bill, alleging it 
would involve a cost many times more 
than the cost of the Jadwin plan, That 
is just a smoke screen, and has no 
foundation. In this connection it is 
well to note that the final cost of 
projects handled by the Army engineers 
is usually about 200 to 300 per cent in 
excess of the original estimated cost, 
Just as an example, the Key Bridge at 
Georgetown cost $2,500,000, as against 
the estimated cost of $1,150,000, 
The Army engineer estimate of the cost 
of three dams at Muscle Shoals was 
$19,000,000, and once Congress “bit” 
on the project, the cost ran up so that 
the construction of one dam alone 
cost $52,000,000. 

There should te a commission formed 
to study the Mississippi River flood 
problem, and this commission should 
have a majority of competent civilian 
engineers consisting of such men as 
John F. €tevens, who planned. the 
Panama Canal as it was constructed, 
A commission such as the present Mis- 
sissippi Ri.er Commission, which Is 
dominated exclusively by Army engi- 
neers, will get nowhere toward solving 
the problem. 

The Army engineers have put up @ 
smoke screen about making it a “pork- 
barrel” proposition, whereas the Army 
plan is not only a “pork-barrel” propo- 
sition, but a curious mixture of chi- 
canery and political wire -~ pulling 
which is common with the Army “sys- 
tem.” 

The flood problem is a national one, 
as more than $2,000,000,000 worth of | 
property and hundreds of lives ha 
been lost by floods in the past twenty 
years. 

The problem being a big national one, 
should be dealt with by the best engi- 
neering talent of the country, and not 
left as a.political football for the War 
Department to play with. , :

VERY newspaper writer, church, 

school and social agency, from a 

Kiwanian Club to a child welfare 
Jeague, has been requested to write, 
speak or pray on “health day,” which 
comes on the first Sunday of May. I'll 
speak my little piece the week before. 
The well ones can read it and give help. 
The sick ones can listen in and help 
themselves. I’m going to preach to the 
never-licked. 

During the World War I saw 110,000 
disabled men, and my experience in the 
United States Bureau of Rehabilitation, 
my inspection of hospitals for disabled 
and handicapped heroes, my lifelong 
interest in institutions for the deaf, 
dumb, blind, epileptic, insane and 
criminal people have shown me the tre- 
mendous possibilities for rehabilitation 
©: the body when the spirit and mind 
have been reborn. 

Think of: the way Christopher 
Mathewson, the most noted baseball 
pitcher, stuck it out. Afflicted with 
tuberculosis, but how few knew it. Lay- 
ing off for a while to recuperate and 
going back and winning games. 

Think of Trudeau, a physician strick- 
en with tuberculosis, warned he had 
only a few months to live, going to the 
Adirondack Mountains and founding a 
great open-air sanitarium and estab- 
lishing a form of treatment which has 
been copied the world over, and living 
for years afterward. 

How about the blini Milton? How 
about deafened Beethoven? How about 
crippled Elizabeth Barrett Browning? 
How many people know that Barrie, 
who wrote a most extraordinary play, 
“Mary Rose,” with his left hand crip- 
pled from an attack of neuritis? How 
about the virile Roosevelt—who would 
have suspected that he was once a 
sickly child? 

Havelock Ellis, in a book called “A 
Study of British Genius,” tried to find 
out the characteristics necessary for 
development of genius in a child. His 
investigation forced him to come to 
the conclusion that the eldest or 
youngest child of a large family seemed 
to have the greatest opportunity for 
success. Furthermore, to quote: “There 
seems to be a tendency for children 
who develop genius to be of feeble 
health, or otherwise disabled, during 
the period of physical development.” 

I have been reading “Fighters of 
Fate,” by Dr. J. Arthur Meyers, in which 
are assembled life stories of men and 
women who won success in spite of 
being afflicted with tuberculosis. Did 
_ you Know that this list includes Harold 
Bell Wright, Roger W. Babson, Albert 
Edward Wiggam, Cecil John Rhodes, 
the empire builder; Sidney Lanier, that 
delightful Southern poet; St. Francis 
of Assisi, founder of a great religious 
order; Artemus Ward; Will Irwin; Eu- 
gene O'Neill, the dramatist at whom 
we marvel; and Feodor Dostolevsky, the 
Russian author over whom we shiver? 

This is not a health column, I am 
not a degreed doctor of science. But I 
am decreed by fate to be a doctor of 


human adjustments. Physically sick 
must turn elsewhere. There are many, 
however, who are in need of mental or 
vocational help. It is these I would 
serve. Rehabllitation of the hard of 
hearing, those partially blind, those 
physically handicapped through lack 
of mucsular or nerve control, those who 
stutter, those who need information 
regarding organizations which, if they 
only knew it, exist.to help them,

QUESTIONS ANSWERED. 


EAR Viola Paris: My eyebrows 

grow on the bridge of my nose 

and for several months now I 
have been plucking them. They are 
becoming quite coarse and much more 
noticeable. Could you tell me what I 
should do about it? 

I have a large mole on my neck and 
when I wear an evenng dress it shows. 
Please tell me how to get rid of the 
Mole. BABE K. 

Answer: I advise you not to pull an- 
other hair from your brows, for, as 
you have found out, this has probably 
been encouraging the growth. Bleach- 
ing the hair over the bridge of the nose 
will render it light and less noticeable. 
Sponge on a mixture of equal parts of 
hydrogen peroxide, fresh lemon Juice 
and spirits of ammonia with absorbent 
cotton and allow this to dry. The ap- 
plication may be made once a day, and 
the solution is entirely harmless. The 
only safe way of permanently remov- 
ing superfluous hair that I can recom- 
mend is electrolysis. No scars should 
result from the process. Be very sure 
that your operator is experienced and 
conscientious. This is doubly important 
in your case where the operator is s0 
close to the eye nerves, and I would 
suggest that you ask your physician's 
advice first of all. 

I am sure that you are more con- 
scious of your mole than it warrants. 
In Oriental countries, a mole is often 
considered a feature of beauty. If you 
really think it necessary to your beauty 
and peace .of mind, you may in this case 
also resort to electrylysis done by an 
expert operator. 


Brown Eyes: The answer to your 
question about unruly eyebrows is given 
‘above. Your weight seems normal 
enough. Much depends upon the size 
of one’s bones in estimating weights. 


“Kay,” too, says, “The main reason 

I am not beautiful is that my eyebrows 

extend too far down my nose.” Since

‘cream you put on your face is very light 
and greaseless, for heavy, oily ones, if 
‘you already have a tendency toward 
superfiuous hair, might encourage the 
‘growth. I think a liquid powder-base 
would be better for you.

circulation. Too heavy meals, starchy 
and fatty foods, heavy meats—all these 
should be avoided. ' Exercises of any 
sort help to keep the blood flow normal. 
Nightly massaging of the nose and 
cheeks with a good cream to spread 
the blood supply is a local remedy. 
And a powder that blends with the skin, 
neither too white or too pink, is a 
means of camouflage. Care of the diet, 
exercise and massage should also help

When two tribes have a quarrel, 
women and children as well as men 
march to a grassy space. Three men 
from each side start the battle. They 
carry long, wooden swords and stout 
shields.

Boomerangs 
and spears fly. 

When a man falls, a woman runs in 
and holds a stick over him, crying, ‘Do 
not kill!” 

The combat seldom lasts more than 
an hour, Strange to say, very few per- 
sons are badly hurt. Sometimes there 
is nO more damage than a broken arm, 
When it is seen that one of the war- 
riors is badly hurt, the battle stops. 

The Blackfellows are not “civilized,” 
but in such almost bloodless battles I 
think they show more sense than the 
whites who kill hundreds of thousands 
of men in their wars.

SICKNESS SERIOUS — MENACE TO 
PROGRESS. 


[IGH-SCHOOL students are much 

healthier than grammar-school 

students. Nevertheless, sickness 
is a sérious menace to their progress. 
A study made of 1,457 students in the 
seventh to the twelfth grades in Oak- 
land, Calif., shows that sickness Is a 
serious school problem. ‘The study 
lasted one and a half years. 

Those who made the study found that 
60: per cent of all absenteeism was due 
to sickness. The total number of school 
days lost, figured for the whole num- 
ber of students and the entire period 
of study, was 21,391. Of these, 13,064 
were lost as a result of some kind of 
illness. 

There were days when the 
rate was higher than 8 per cent. This 
would mean 4 were absent from each 
50-pupil room. Many teachers of grade 
pupils would not regard this as exces- 
sively high. There have been seasons 
when the absentees in thetr schoolroms 
averaged much higher than 4 to the 
room. They will agree that sickness is 
less important in older children. 


absentee 


The sickness absentee rate was higher 
among girls than among boys in the 
grades above the seventh. Whatever it 
was that caused the higher rate among 
girls was not operative in the lower 
grades. 

The average absentee rate among all 
the pupils during all the time was 5.43 
per cent, as compared with an average 
in the United States Army of 5.37 per 
cent, These experiences would indicate 
that the man who runs a store, a fac- 
tory or a printing plant, and who em- 
ploys 100 people, can expect about 5 
of them to be be absent on any given 
day. The business man who does not

would not dare overlook a 5 per cent 
loss in his mon 7 transactions, his coal 
bill, light }‘ll or any other item of ex- 
pense. 

Scariet fever, measles and other forms 
of major communicable disease are of 
trifling importance among high school 
pupils. This entire group of disorders 
caused a loss of only 675 days in this 
group of nearly 1,500 pupils in a period 
of one aru a half years. 

The principal cause of trouble was 
the common cold. It was followed by 
sore throats, coughs, and headaches. 

The highest sickness rate was in Jan- 
uary. Sickness was low in summer, 


to high in April, and then fell to stay 
down through the summer.

FF and on all winter you have 
been making good _ resolutions 
about keeping the poundsoff and 

exercising night and morning and 
walking a certain amount each day and 
swimming once or twice a week and 
numerous other health-producing per- 
formances. And now it is nearly the 
end of April, the indubitable spring, 
and you still haven't got around to ful- 
filling those resolutions. All those ex- 
cuses you make to yourself about the 
cold—always you laid your procrastina- 
tion to the weather—don’t hold any 
longer. How are you going to justify 
your laziness now? You can’t. It is 
neither too warm nor too cold nor too 
dark in the early morning. 

Spring is here, the ideal time for 
getting back into condition, either 
through your favorite out-of-door sport 
or by regular. in-door exercising, or 
both. 


In the morning get up ten minutes 
earlier than you have been doing all 
winter when you have hated the early 
morning cold and darkness. First (with 
your window still open) run in place 
for a quarter of a mile or so, swinging 
the arms at the same time, until you 
are warmed up. Then with perfect 
comfort you can do the slower move- 
ments for each individual part of your 
body—general arm-swinging,

bending exercises, such as I have often | 
given in my column, as well as the ex- | 
ercises for your own particular needs— | 


for the large hips, bony neck, fat legs, 
and so on. At night go through the 
Same set of exercises. Or, if you need 
variety, do your general exercises in 
the morning and your individual ones 
at night. 


Don’t let your exercising bore you 


Vary it enough to keep it interesting. | 


Try out new exercises every day. And 
don’t, under any circumstances, go 
through the movements in a half- 
hearted, jerky “one-two-three” man- 
ner—-they'll do you no good. Get some 
rhythm into your movements, and you 
will find yourself developing a surpris- 
ing amount of poise and grace; Try to 


get the feeling, when you are swinging 


your arms, for instance, that they are 
a part of your body and not just units 
in themselves. Imagine a central axis 
at the point of the breastbone from 
which everything extends—ihe arms. 
the neck and head, the legs. Now 
swing each leg, and a long leg it will 
have to be, reaching up to this axis 
and see how free, unhampered and 
strong you feel. Have you ever noticed 
the grace of a football player when he 
kicks the ball? He kicks from his cen- 
tral axis and not merely from the 
thigh. His grace and the power that 
sends the ball 30 or 40 yards do not 
come from his foot and leg, but from 
his whole body concentrating its force 
at the axis. Imagine that you are 
kicking the ball. It will do wonders 
toward loosening the tight muscles 
that a woman develops about her hips 
and waist. 


This same axis arrangement applies 
when moving any part of the body— 
the arms and the head, as well as the 
legs. Don't move the arms from the 
shoulder or the head from the neck,

On cross-examination, City Attorney 
Albert Bryan, of Alexandria, forced the 
admission that a canal basin, a ba!l 
park and a city playground had bcen 
listed by Sunderman as “unoccupied” 
areas. 

The landscape architect told the 
court that the planning of Arlington 
County was “very good,” the subdi- 
visions coordinating, and the streets 
congected up. On the whole, he de- 
Clared, the planning is much better 
here than in that territory annexed by 
Alexandria in 1915. Witnesses for the 
latter city have testified that the 
county was “haphazardly” planned, 

Questioned by State Senator Frank 
Ball, Fletcher Kemp, superintendent of 
schools for Arlington County, con- 
sumed much of the morning session 
and the early afternoon testifying to 
educational assets of the county. He 
gave figures to show that while the 
school population of Alexandria has 
fallen off steadily over a_ period of 
years, that of Arlington has _ rapidly 
climbed until it now stands at 6,018, 
to the city’s 5,439. 

Kemp quoted index figures compiled 
by the State, giving Arlington County 
schools an academic rating of 77.59, 
Alexandria’s 71.24, and a financial rat- 
ing of 80.86, contrasted with Aley- 
andria’s 68.41. 

If the annexation plea is granted, he 
said, county children now attending 
the George Mason High School, in the 
contested territory, would have to go 4 
miles to a county school. 

Senator Ball brought out that Arling- 
ton supplies free text books to its 
students, while Alexandria does not, 
and offers a junior. high school course 
not given in the nearby city. 
county employs better’ trained 
higher paid teachers, Kemp further told 
the court. 

After a disagreement among the 
judges on admissibility of the evidence, 
the superintendent was allowed to tes- 
tify to information contained in ques- 
tionnalres on former residence and 
places of employment of 677 students 
im his schools.

STEWART SAYS MISSING BONDS 
WERE SENT BACK TO SINCLAIR

could make no such proffer, it was said. 
He was sentenced to serve three months 
in jail and pay a fine of $500. 

On the stand for about three hours 
and a half at morning and ufternoon 
sessions of the committee, the domi- 
nant figure in one of the country’s 
largest oil companies told his story 
clearly and concisely, and all the ham- 
mering of three trained legal cross- 
examiners and two newspaper publish- 
ers who sat behind the committee table 
failed to shake-him. 


Questions of Correspondents, 


After their own fund of questions 
had been exhausted some of the com- 
mitteemen toward the close of the day 
fired at the wealthy oil operator, him- 
self a lawyer of long experience, :. bar- 
rage of questions passed up by special 
correspondents seated at a nearby table, 
but these had no more effect than any 
other of the interrogatories. 

His vast bulk filling the broad wit- 
ness chair, Stewart leaned back at ease 
during much of the examination. His 
Whole attitude was in sharp contrast to 
that upon his first appearance when 
he was in a fighting mood. Then he 
hammered the table in front of him, 
barked sharply at his questioners and 
once or twice seemed literally about to 
leap at them. 

Only occasionally yesterday did he 
show fire. Most of the time he was 
Smiling, and frequently he chuckled as 
he carried on his exchanges with the 
senators. 

Once he told Chairman Nye that if 
the chairman thought the Standard Oil 
Co. of Indiana had a right to the lease 
of Teapot Dome he was “crazy.” Later 
he apologized for that, explaining that 
he was speaking only as he would “to a 
good friend.” Nye took it all in good 
part, explaining that it was not the 
first time he had been called “crazy.” 


Stewart Defends Character. 


“This committee, under the resolu- 
tion, was directed by the Senate to find 
out what became of the Continental 
Trading Co. bonds,” Stewart said, “and 
I don’t think, senator, that resolution 
gives you any warrant of authority to 

make observations as to my character. 
I can’t help but think that your ex- 
perience in business affairs has not been 
sufficient to warrant you making that 
observation.” 

Stewart's story about the trust he set 
up for the reception of the Continental 
bonds was that on November 26, 1921, 
eight days after the Continental en- 
tered into the contracts to purchase

and resell oil at a profit of 25 cents a 
barrel, H. 8. Osler, president of the 
Continental, told him that he was to 
“participate” in the profits of the deal 
consummated at New York. 


Under these contracts, which were 
guaranteed by Stewart and Sinclair, the 
oll was purchased from the late A. E, 
Humphreys at $1.50 a barrel and resold 
to the Sinclair Crude and the Prairie 
Oil & Gas Co. for 61.75 a barrel. H. M. 
Blackmer, former chairman of the 
board of the Mid-West Refining Co., 
and James E. O'Neil, former president 
of the Prairie Co., and Sinclair, partici- 
pated in the New York conference and 
each got a fourth share of the Con- 
tinental profits. 


Didn’t Want Any Profit. 


Stewart said he told Osler he did not 
want any of the profits, but the Cana- 
dian lawyer told him they would be 
delivered Then he called in Roy J. 
Barnett, who agreed to act as trustee 
for whatever fund there should be. An 
agreement was drawn up and placed in 
Stewart's safety deposit vault. Under 
its terms the profits were to be held 
for the Sinclair Crude and the Standard 
of Indiana. 

Nowhere in the instrument did the 
name of the Continental Trading Co. 
appear, and this piqued the curiosity 
of the senators. They pounded away 
about it. but Stewart insisted that he 
did not know where the profis were 
coming from, and so merely mentioned 
profits from contracts with Humphrey’s 
three Texas oi] companies. 

It was long after the agreement was 
drawn that Osler made the first delivery 
of bonds at the Biltmore Hotel in New 
York. Stewart said he received a pack- 
age from Osler, which he took to Chi- 
cago and had Barnett open. 

The bonds were counted and placed 
in a safe in Stewart's office. The same 
procedure was followed he said, in the 
case of the other deliveries of the 
bonds, 


Explains Deposit Slips. 


Asked about the ceposit of the cou- 
pons to his own account in 1922 and 
1923, the oil operator explained that 
Barnett clipped the ccupons and hand- 
ed them to him ane that he gave in 
exchange Liberty bonds which he 
owned. 

Sometimes, he would be. aslightly 
short, as the bonds he gave were in 
even dollars whereas the intcsy3t was 
not, and finally sain that he thought 
“the trustees owes me about $4v.” 

Interrogated as to why no coupons 
were cashed after December, 1923, 
Stewart said he told the trustee not 
to cash any more “ic avoid any pos- 
sible publicity.” That was about the 
time that the Senate committee was ex- 
posing the naval oil lease scandals, but 
Stewart would not concede that this 
motivated him in issuing his Instruc- 
tion. 

It was on this point that Senators 
also pressed him, but the witness con- 
tented himself with the explanation 
that ‘there were a lot of things in the 
papers at the time” and with that the 
committee finally hat to be content. 
Stewatt reminded them that all this 
happened five vears ago, and that.if 
he sought to say now what was in his 
mind he “would only be groping in the 
dark.” 


Committee Is Dissatisfied, 


Stewart assured all of the senators 
that he wanted to be frank and was 
not seeking to parry with them, but 
most of the questioners, at least, were 
far from satisfied as they got only the 
story that the 211 man had told of his 
own volition. After two hours, they 
apparently were ready to call it quits, 
but Stewart upset that program, 

He reminded the senators that they 
had not asked him the second queés- 
tion he previously had refused to an- 
swer: Whether he had had any con- 
versations with Sinclair about the 
Continental bonds. 

“I don’t think a committee can re- 
ceive that testimony; that it must be 
given at the bar of the Senate,” ob- 
jected Senator Nye. 

The Democratic prosecutor took 4 
different view. 

“I think you may answer that ques- 
tion here,” Walsh said. Nye appeared 
nettled and suggested that the testi- 
mony be given at the afternoon s«ssion., 

“I think we had better hear it now,” 
Walsh said and the committee did. 


Conferred With Sinclair. 


Stewart then said he could not re- 
call that he ever had discussed the 
Continental bonds with Sinclair at any 
time, although they had held frequent 
conferences relating to thé business of 
the several ‘companies in which each 
has an interest. 

At the outset of the afternoon 
sion, Barnett corroborated Stewart's 
story about the trusteeship for the 
bonds and elaborated on parts of it. 
His account also failed to meet the 
full expectations of the investigators, 
and he came in for grilling, but his 
story also remained unshaken. 

Finally convinced they had all the 
information they were going to get the 
committee excused Barnett and recalled 
Stewart. 

After questioning him at length on 
various aspects of the case, Senator 
Walsh turned to his previous testimony 
and asked him if he wanted to elab- 
orate on his statements at that time 
that he had no knowledge of the Con- 
tinental Trading Co.’s distribution of 
the bonds. 

“I think not,” Stewart said. He re- 
iterated that he had no such knowledge, 

This seemed to amaze the senators, 
who began a rapid-fire of questions as 
to where Be could have thought the 
bonds came.from since he knew the 
Continental company was the only 
company buying the Humphreys oll. 


Oil Was Badly Needed. 


“I didn’t know where they came from 
and I didn’t care,” Stewart rapped out. 
“All I knew was that Mr. Osler gave 
them to me, and I didn’t know where 
he got them. ve 

One by one the five senators ques- 
tioned him on that point. Finally, 
Stewart said he made no investigation 
because his company was badly in need 
of the oil it was getting through the 
Sinclair crude concern, and he did not 
want to take a chance on upsetting the 
arrangement. 

Asked by Senator QGutting (Republi- 
can), New Mexico, if he had told John 
D. Rockefeller, jr., who controls a large 
block of the Indiana Standard stock, 
about the trust fund, Stewart sald he 
had not. 

“What do you think he would think 
about it?” Cutting asked. 

“I don’t know and I don’t care,” 
Stewart replied. 

The directing head of the Indiana 
Standard finally was excused by the 
committee, which on Tuesday will ques- 
tion Harry F. Sinclair about his partic- 
ipation in the Contitnental profits and 
what he did with them outside of those 
paid over to Albert B. Fall and to Will 
H. Hays to help extinguish the deficit 
of the Republican party in 1923,

Dr. Harry Ong, of 1815 Thirty- 
Seventh street northwest, accomplished 
a miraculous cure of an advanced case 
of infantile paralysis in this city, 
through methods espoused by Lorenz. 
the great Austrian specialist. 

The case is that of Charles Henderson 
Dexter, 9-year-old son of Charles H. 
Dexter, traffic manager of the Western 
Union Telegraph Co. Less than a month 
ago the lad’s life was despaired of, yet 
today he is as well and as healthy as 
any normal boy of 9. 

According to the child's’ father, 
Charles first. showed symptoms of the 
dread disease March 9. Thereafter he 
sank steadily, and the most optimistic 
of physicians consulted saw little hope 
for even a partial recovery. 

Dr. Ong was called in, and, with the 
consent of the lad’s parents, determined 
upon the blood transfusion treatment 
discovered by the Austrian surgeon. A 
young woman, who had herself recov- 
ered from the malady, offered her blood, 
and the transfusion was made. 

The results were such as to astonish 
even the surgeon in the case. Day by 
day the child’s parents saw him grow 
steadily stronger, until all symptoms of 
the disease completely disappeared. 

Dr. Ong declared he could not state 
positively whether the transfusion was 
responsible for the child’s recovery or 
not.
